Great Britain and Japan was pro­ 
posed today to the three power .naval 
limitation conference by the Ameri­ 
can delegation. 
Opening the conference called by 
President Coolidge, Ambassador Hugh 
Gibson, the chairman, proposed that 
cruisers lie limited 
to tonnage 
of 
250.000 or 300,000 tons for the United 
States and Great Britain and 150,000 
or 180,000 tons for Japan. 
Destroyer tonnage would he re­ 
stricted to approximately the same 
amount. 
Maximum 
tonnage 
for 
American 
and 
British 
submarines 
would he 00,000 to 90,000 tons with 
30.000 to 54,000 tons for Japan. 
It was understood that under the 
proposal the United States will he 
obliged to scrap approximately 02,- 
000 tons of cruisers and destroyers, 
mostly of the latter class, and 30,- 
000 tons additional upon completion 
of cruisers now building. 
Old ships, virtually obsolete, of 
which the American Navy has many, 
would l>o scrapped to make room for 
new ones. 
Reduction in the size of battleships 
of the future from the present limit 
of 35,000 tons to under 30,000 tons 
was recommended by W. C. Bridge­ 
man, first lord of the admiralty, Great 
Britain’s representative of the three 
power conference, who thus opened 
matters which had been settled by 
the Washington conference.
